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d.) Remarks. 

Applicant has amended claims 1, 14, 17 and 39 to limit the sequence specified to the 
term "consist." Thus, all of the Examiner's comments in the Advisory Action and also the 
Final Office Action are moot. Currently claims 1-19 and 24-41 are pending and all are 
believed to be in condition for allowance.
